being maiſter of the fields, and'able ro deuide his tor- 
esinto diucrſe places, will cucty day cyther winne from 
Whem, part ofthar chey hould, orattheleaſt, ſo intcte 
(Whoſe partes that are already inthe Szace: obedicnce,as 
xcept irbee in Hollandjor Zealend,which the enimic can< 
Woryer come vnro, the huſbandric will bee i}1 followed, 
id yealde little profitte,, And as for their mcanes by 
iWr:fique, ir is vnlikely that merchauntes, that may re- 
poye their dwellinge, to peaceable places nere hande, 
here they may hauc ſafe and free trade, will remayne

So as! conclude, when Tl 
hinke with my ſclfe what the gouernours of che ſtate of 
Whevnired prouinces are like toreſolue, what the people

he Low Countries make them ſublift ro rhemiclues, I ſee 
thing bur _—_ char the enecmic will ſhortly and fud- 
ly be maſtcr of all rhe country:which how it imporre(h 
Wsto preuent,ir hath bin before made plain. I wil now c6- 
Ider what conditions we are like ro haue for our ſeclires,fo \. 
rewil forſake our confederars,reſtitutis of places we can. , 
tor demand, as France did, for the enemic huldsnone of 
urs. Reparationof damage we can 3s Jittle ſeeke for, for 
rom him we haue ſuſtained no lofle. And trade into the 
e0ur zealous peacemakers wilnot ſtand for,leaſt the 
nemie offended wil grant no peace. Traffique into Spaine 
and Porcwgell we ſhall haue, and rhar js the onely condi- 
wn that carrics any ſhewe of aduantage to ys.
